into repeat sequence designations. As can be seen, sequence 502 SEP ID NOS: K 7, 9, 3, 9, 6, 
9, 5, 9, 8 is identical to sequence 500 SEP ID NOS: L 7, 9, 4, 9, 6, 9, 5, 9, 8 with the exception 
that the fourth cassette 'E' in sequence 500 has been replaced by a 'B\ 

Page 35, first paragraph starting at line 1 

Comparing sequences 504 SEP ID NPS: L 7, 9, 4, L 6, 9, 5, 8 and 500: one *M* cassette 
in sequence 500 has changed to a "F cassette in sequence 504, and one 'M' cassette in sequence 
500 has been deleted. Thus, there are two discrete events separating sequences 504 and 500. 

Page 35, second paragraph starting at line 4 

Comparing sequences 506 SEP ID NOS: L 7, 9, 3, 9, 6, 9, 5, 5, 9, 8 and 500: one 'E' 
cassette in sequence 500 has changed to a cassette in sequence 506. So sequences 500 and 
506 are separated by two discrete events.
